1 . (Twice amended) A method for processing a notification having a tagg e d valu e> 
comprising: 

(a) receiving the notificatio n that includes a tagged value that indicates a 

count: 

^ determining a current synchronization state; 

generating a current synchronization checkpoint count value based on the 
current synchrotiization state: 

comparing the count of the tagged value to the current synchronization 
checkpoint count value; and 

(e) processing the notification when the count of the bas e d on tagged value is 
current with respect to the current synchronization checkpoint coxmX value, otherwise managing 
the notification and the synchroniga tio n s tato . 

2. (Currently amended) The metliod of Claim 1, wherein determining a current 
synchronization state, further comprises: 

{a) setting a synchronization currently in process state when a synchronization 
is in process; otherwise 

fb^ sening a synchronization currently not in process state. 

3. (Twice amended) The method of Claim 2, wherein managing prooosaing the 
notification basod on the tagged value and the synchronization state, fiirther comprises 
detennining when the current synchronization state is set to the synchronization currently in 
process state, and when: 
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(a) proc e ssing the notification whon tho tagged valu e is curr e nt with respect to 

a curront synchronization checlcpoint value; 

(b) discarding the notification when the count of the tagged value is stale with 
respect to tlie current synchronization checkpoint coant value; and 

^ handling the notification when the count of tlie tagged value is out-of-date 
with respect to the current synchronization checkpoint coiant value, 

4. (Twice amended) The method of Claim 3, wherein handling the notification 
when the count of the tagged value is out-of-date with respect to die current synchronization 
checkpoint count value, further comprises determining if the count of the tagged value 
corresponds to a lost request key, and if so processing the notification, otherwise discarding the 
notification. 

5. (Twice amended) The method of Claim 2, wherein processing the notification 
ba sed ' on tho tagg e d valu e and tli e-s- yaehfonization state, fiiither comprises determining when the 
synchronization cuixently in process state is set, and when: 

(a) queuing the notification when the count of the tagged value is current with 
respect to a desired synchronization level; 

(b) discarding the notification when the count of the tagged value is stale with 
respect to the desired synchronization level or out-of-date with respect to the desired 
synchronization level and corresponds to a sync level of a lost sync request; and 

^ handling the notification when the count of the tagged value is out-of-date 
with respect to the desired synchronization level. 

6. (Previously amended) The method of Claim 5, fiirther comprising processing the 
notification when the synchronization currently not in process state is set. 
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7. (Twice amended) A computer-readable medium having computer-execuiable 
instructions for processing a notification having ■ a 4 Qggod value , comprising: 

^ receiving the notification that includes a tagged value that indicates a 

count; 

{b) determining a current synchronization state; 

generating a current synchronization checkpoint coimt value based on the 
current synchronization state; 

comparing the count of the tagged value to the current synchronization 
checkpoint count value : and 

(e) processing the notification when the count of the bas e d on tagged value is 
current with respect to the current synchronization checkpoint count value, otherwise managing 
the notificatio n and th e synchronization G t-ate. 

8. (Cun^ently amended) The computer-readable medium of Claim 7, wherein 
determining a current synchronization state, fimher comprises: 

setting a synchronization currently in process state when a synchronization 
is in process; otherwise 

^ setting a synchronization currently not in process state. 

9. (Twice amended) The computer-readable medium of Claim .8, wherein managing 
proc e sGing the notification base d^n the tagged valuo and th e synchronization stat e , further 
comprises dereitnining when the current synchronization state is set to the synchronization 
currently in process state, and when: 

{a) proc e ssing th e notifiGatien -^ v faen-tb c - taggcd - valuo - is current with respect to 

a current synchi onization cb e clcpoint valu e ; 

fb) discarding the notification when the count of the tagged value is stale with 
respect to the current synchronization checkpoint count value; and 
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(e) handling the notification when the count of the tagged value is out-of-date 
with respect to the current synchronization checkpoint count value, 

10. (Twice amended) The computer-readable medium of Claim 9, wherein handling 
the notification when the count of the tagged value is out-of-date with respect to the current 
synchronization checlq)oint count value, further comprises determining if the count of the tagged 
value is current witli respect to a lost request key, and if so processing the notification, otherwise 
discarding the notification. 

1 1 . (Twice amended) The computer-readable medium of Claim 8, wherein 
processing the notification baa e d on iho tagged value and the synchronization state, further 
comprises determining when the synchronization currently in process state is set, and if so: 

(a) queuing the notification when the count of the tagged value is current with 
respect to a desired synchronization level, 

(b) discarding the notification when the count of the tagged value is stale with 
respect to the desired synchronization level or out-of-date with respect to the desired 
synchronization level and current with respect to a sync level of a lost sync request; and 

(e) handling the notification when the count of the tagged value is out-of-date 
with respect to the desired synchronization level 

12. (Previously amended) The computer-readable medium of Claim 1 1 , further 
comprising processiiig die notification when the synchroni2ation currently not in process state is 
set. 

13. (Twice amended) A system for synchronizing data, comprising: 
{a) a processor and a computer-readable mediujn; 

{b) an operating environment stored on the computer-readable medium and 
executing on the processor; 
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(e) a commanication connection device operating under Tlie control of the 
operating environrnent; and 

a xiotification device operaung under tlie control of the operating 
environment and operative to perfonn actions, including: 

receiving a notificatio n that has having a tagged value that 

indicates a count ; 

^i) setting a synchronization state to a currently in process state when 
a synchronizaiiOTi is currently in process, otherwise setting the synchronization state to a 
synchronization currently not in process state; and 

pi) processing the notification based on the cotint of the tagged value 
and the synchronization state, 

14. (Twice amended) The system of Claim 13, wherein processing the notification 
based on thp count of the tagged value and the synchronization state, further comprises 
detemiining when the synchronization state is set to the synchronization currently not in process 
state, and when: 

(a) processing the notification when the count of the tagged value is current 
with respect to a current synchronization checlqpoint count value; 

(b) discarding the notification when th e count of the tagged value is stale with 
respect to the current synchronization checkpoint count value or out-of-date with respect to a 
desired synchronization value and cvurent with a lost sync request; and 

(e) handling the notification when the count of the tagged value is out-of-date 
with respect to the current synchronization checkpoint count value. 

15. (Twice amended) The system of Claim 14^ wherein handling the notification 
when the count of the tagged value is out-of-date with respect to the current synchronization 
checkpoint count value, funher comprises determining if the count of the ragged value is current 
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with respect to a lost request key, and if so, processing the notification, otherwise discarding the 
notification. 

1 6. (Twice amended) The system of Claim 15, wherein processing the notification 
based on the count of the tagged value and the synchronization state, further comprises 
determining when the synch^oni^ation cuirently in process state is set, and when: 

(a) queuing the notification when the count of the tagged value is current with 
respect to a desired synchronization value; 

(b) discarding the notification when the count of the tagged value is stale with 
respect to the desired synchronization value; and 

(e) handling the notification when the count of the tagged value is out-of-date 
witli respect to the desired synchronization value. 

1 7. (Previously amended) The system of Claim 16, fiixther comprising processing the 
notification when the synchronization currently not in process state is set. 
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
